Like many other people, Mr. 
Abbott is ineajml le of getting out 
of himself. He carries the preju¬ 
dice which has accumulated dur¬ 
ing his life into his. ideal of the 
time to come. He can imagine a 
time when slavery will be abol¬ 
ished, when industry will bo organ¬ 
ized on a just hisis, when tlicre 
will he no jiovcrty, when crime 
and insanity will he rare, when 
disease will cease to flourish, when 
society will be based on fellow¬ 
ship and lirotherliood. But that is 
as far as he can go. We are to 
txime to a dead stop there. Evolu¬ 
tion will sit down and rest for ever 
and ever, amen.

said cliairman’s neglect or refusal 
to act, by filing such j)etition with 
tliree members of the National 
Council, other than the petitioners, 
who shall act as a committee for 
the purpose of receiving and acting 
as herein provided. Such petition 
shall contain a statement in writ¬ 
ing setting forth fully and at large 
the grounds upon which the recall 
is demanded. Such ‘officers or 
committee with whom such pet¬ 
ition is filed shall forthwith deliver 
a copy thereof fo the jicrson who.se 
; recall is demanded, if such person 
can be found; and said person shall 
i have the right to answer such pet¬ 
ition in writing, which said an.<wer 
I shall be mailed by registered letter 
to the officer or committee holding 
said petition within fifteen (15) days 
from the receipt by the person 
whose recall is desired of the copy 
of the petition required to be de¬ 
livered to him. 

The petitioners shall be served 
forthwith by registered letter from 
the officer or committee holding 
the petition with a copy of said 
answer, and such petitioners shall 
have the right to file, with such 
officer or committee, a replication to 
such answer within ten ( 10 ) days 
after receipt of such copy. 

Thereupon tlie said officer or 
committee holding said petition 
sliall mail a complete copy of the 
proceedings to Ifie per.-on whose 
recall is sought, and five (5) days 
thereafter said officer or coinmiltee 
shall mail to each member of the 
National Council a coniidete copy 
of all the proceedings and shall 
dcriiand a vote of each member of 
the National Council theron. 

All proceedings shall be open to 
the inspection of any member of 
the National Council at all times. 

The time for filing the answer 
and replication may be extended 
by the officer or chairman of the 
commillce holding such petition 
for ten ( 10 ) days; and such answer 
may bu amended at any time to 
meet the allegation of the replica¬ 
tion or otherwise. 

Ilecall of a member of the Exec¬ 
utive Committee shall not affect the 
standing of such member as a 
member of the National Council. 

Recall of Officers. 

Section ‘20. The selection of the 
National Secretary and Editor shall 
be announced for approval or re -1 
jection in the official organ, the 
I SociAii Democratic Herald, with- 
lin fifteen days from the selection 
'of said officers, and each member 


i shall have a vote thereon to be 
sent by the secrrlAry of his local 
bmnqh to the chairman of the 
Executive Board, the vote to be 
announced in the official paper and 
the pulls shall close 20 days after 
the date callingfor the referendum. 

Section 21. The Niition.ol Sec¬ 
retary-Treasurer or the Editor may 
be removed or discharged by the 
National Council or the Executive 
Board, but if the said national 
officers shall be so removed or 
discharged, they may appeal tlie 
case to the members of the organ¬ 
ization by stating the grounds of 
protest, serving a copy on the 
chairman and secretary of the 
National Council and the Executive 
Board, the same not to occup}* more 
than two columns of the official 
paper, an equal space to be given 
the Council or Executive to state 
their side of the controversy; the 
votes shall be mailed to any mem¬ 
ber of the Council or Executive 
Board the petitioner may desig¬ 
nate; the petitioner shall be en¬ 
titled to representational the count 
of ballots, and the polls shall close 
20 days alter the date itf the pub- 
lication'of the referendum. 

Section 22. The question shall 
be: “Shall the action of the 

Executive Board (or the National 
Council as the case may he) be 
.sustained'?’' and if the vole of the 
lueiiibers docs not confirm the 
action, the petitioner .shall then be 
reinstated. 

.Section 23. The National Exe¬ 
cutive Board (or any iiieiiiher of it), 
the National Secretary-Treasurer, 
or the Editor may be removed by 
the iiieiiibers of the organization in 
tlie following manner: A petition 
endorsed by five per cent, of tlie 
meinhers shall be filed witli the 
(‘hairnian of the Executive Bounl, 
who sliall cause the same to he 
.submitted to a, referendum vote 
within 10 days; should said ehair- 
iiiati fail to do this, then any live 
branches, by official action at a 
regular meeting, shall have jiower 
to call for said vote and the same, 
after due hearing of Inith sides as 
provided in section 21 , shall he 
taken. 

Privilege Perverts (jovemment. 

The governments of the world 
have always been largely experi¬ 
mental. Their founders think that 
the government they are instituting 
will he for the “greatest good of 
the greatest nuinher.” But the 
government rniuihiiiery is soon 
taken possession of by the ruling 
cla.sses and run in their interest. 
Before tlie main body of the people 
realize what is being Mono laws are 
passed giving the law-makers 
and the wealthier classes, 
which they represent, spe¬ 
cial privileges. Such privileges 
always have a tendency to make 
the rich richer, and the poor 
poorer, until in a great wealth- 
prodneing na'ion like ours we find 
millionaires atone end of the scale 
and tramps anil paupers at t'lie 
other.

In Kubmitting the revised consti¬ 
tution for the national organization 
which will be found in this pajier, 
the Executive Board calls attention 
to the omission of a constitution for 
State and Local Branches. This 
omiHsion is made because the 
national constitution must deter¬ 
mine largely the nature of the rest. 
Upon the final adoption of the 
national constitution, a draft 
of State and Branch constitutions 
will be submitted. 

It is suggested that members be 
as brief as possible in stating tlieir 
realms for and against its ado]ition. 
There should be free and full dis¬ 
cussion, but it is hoped that rep¬ 
etition and irrelevant matters will 
be avoided.

PEISON LABOB. ! 

’BesolatioQS Adopted by the Mil-1 
makee Federated Trades Goonoil. 

Labor descends from slaverv, 
prisons and dungeons. In ancient 
times only the slaves and the crim¬ 
inals worked, the free man did not. 
It was the work of the slave and 
the cajdive, that built the great 
pyramids and temjrlefl of Egypt 
and the wonderful public buildings 
of Greece and Rome. There was in 
those days no aifference made be¬ 
tween the slave and the criminal. 
Work has since then become more 
honorable and chattel-slavery has 
by degrees changed into wage- 
slavery. But students of history 
know that the civilization of to-day 
has only slowly emanated from the 
dungeon of yesterday. Working¬ 
men look at the prisons with dif¬ 
ferent eyes than the capitalists. 
For the capitalists the prison is a 
bastile, a pillar of th(? present sys¬ 
tem, a bulwark of their well-being. 
The workingman realizes that this 
is so, but he also realizes that 
ninety-five per cent of the so-called 
criminals are the victims of the 
conditions under the capitalist sys¬ 
tem, and these poor victims deserve 
pity rather than punishment and 
the best jiresent societj' can do is 
to cure them of their moral and 
intellectual short-coming. For we 
must not forget that present society 
is responsible for the e.xistence of 
criminals even in cases where the 
tendency to crime is inherited. 

But the present society by mis¬ 
ery, want and criminal conditions 
produces crime aud then jiunishes 
the criminals. 

A more advanced age based upon 
justice aud Socialism will know of 
no jirisons At the present time 
the struggle for the “ownership of 
some property" lies at the bottom 
of most cases of crime (ommitted in 
this or any other civilized country. 
We will have none of that in a 
more advanced civilization. 

But the question as it confronts 
us now, is, what are we to do with 
the prisoners of society at the pres¬ 
ent stage, so that their work should 
not compete with the work of the 
wage-earners outside? This prob¬ 
lem is a very difficult one. Eni- 
ploj'inent 'the prisoners must have, 
it would be more than inhuman to 
deprive them of it. But under the 
present competitive system, in¬ 
stead of lightening the burden of 
society by their labor, they dejirive 
somebody else of the opportunity 
of earning a living. 

On the other hand we are well 
aware that the inttueoceof thejiris- 
ers upon the wages in general is 
very small. Wages are regulated 
by competition. There are now 
about 60,0(X) people within prison- 
walls engaged in some work, or the 
otiier. The influence of this small 
number of mostly unskilled labor- j 
era upon the market of labor cannot 
be great for more than one reason. 
It is the unemjdoyed free workers 
to the number ofover a million that 
depress the labor market. 

We arc, therefore, well aware 


desks, chairs, furniture and books 
necessary in the public schoolf of 
the state, and shoes necessary for 
the school-children, such products 
to be distributed free of charge. By 
being employed in that way the 
competition with the wage-workers 
as constitutal at present, would be 
small indeed, fur the public schools 
especially in the country places ore 
very poorly equipped and a very 
great percentage o' the school¬ 
children go barefooted and ragged. 
At the same time the prisoners 
would be usefully employed in a 
great diversity of trades. It is un¬ 
necessary to brand the ])roduct us 
“convict labor.” 

We furthermore recommend that 
the hours of labor in penal institu¬ 
tions shall be shortened to eight 
per day. 

• We finally recommend that the 
term of the convicts shall be short¬ 
ened in ratio to their good be¬ 
havior. 

“An Economic Chance World." 

But what I object t^i is this econ¬ 
omic chance world in which we 
live, and which we men seem to 
have treated. It ought to he a law 
as inflexible in human affairs as 
the order of night and day in llic 
physical world, that if a man will 
work he shall botli rest and eat. 
and shall not be harassed with any 
questions as to how his rei>o 8 e and 
provision shall come. Notinng 
less ideal than this satisfies the 
reason. But in our state of things 
no one is secure of this. No one- 
is sure of work; no one is sure of 
not losing it. 1 may have my work 
taken away from me at any moment, 
by the caprice, the mood, the indi¬ 
gestion of a man who has not the 
qualifications of knowing wliether 
1 do well or ill. At my time of 
life—at every time of life—a man 
ought to feel th.at if he will kcei> 
oft doing his duty he shall not suf¬ 
fer in himself or in those who are 
dear to him, except through natur¬ 
al causes. But no one can feel this 
as things are now; and so we go on 
pushing and pulling, climbing and 
crawling, thrusting aside and 
trampling under foot, lying, cheat¬ 
ing and stealing; and when wc get 
to the end covered with blood and 
dirt and sin and shame, and look 
back over the way we have come 
to a place of our own, or to the 
poor-house, which is the only 
possession we claim in common 
with our brother man, 1 don’t 
think the retrospect can be pleas¬ 
ing.—From Win. Dean Howell's 
“A Hazard of New Fortune.” 

Working Class Judges Needed. 

A laboring man may as well 
understand that the judges of the 
country are hostile to liberty and 
hostile to the workingman. Nine- 
tenths of the laws are made by the 
judges in the interests of the rich 
and against the poor. The sooner 
the laboring classes understand this 
the better it will be for their wages, 
liberty and lives. It is rarely now 
when men strike that the employer 
fails to seek and obtain an injunc¬ 
tion. 

You can’t particularly blame the 


tha, the oiiposition on part of the 
manufacturers against pri.son labor 
comes from rnen^ennry motives, 
and not from any love for the work¬ 
ing peoi)le. Tlie manufacturers of 
certain branches of industry are 
simjily afraid, that prison lalxir 
being rented out to some who have 
“the inside power’’ miglit interfere 
with their manufacturers' profits. 
But these same manufacturers m 
many instances hardly pay their 
free workmen anymore than prison 
labor gets. That is the real situ¬ 
ation. 

Under the present s 3 -stem all 
that wise legislation can do is to 
mitigate some of the worst evils of 
the system. And while prison 
labor cannot postibly be taken out 
of competition entirely—it can be 
taken out of the open market, and 
used for the benefit of the wm- 
monwcalth and the jirisouers. For 
work before all things has also an 
ethical and moral meaning. 

We, therefore, recommend that 
the prisoners shall bo well kept, 
and provided with large and well 
ventilated modem workshops 
the latest of machinery. And that 
the piisoners shall iu>i only inan -1 
ufacture all the clothing and shoes 
necessary for the state institutions 
— which work would employ only 
A comparative few—bat tdso all the 


'judges. They belong to a certain 
CLASS of jieople. If a farmer or
